Cleaning: Uinta. 

French sateens may be cleaned by 
putting them in a lather of lukewarm 
soapsuds, in which dissolve a cupful of 
salt. Put salt also in the rinsing water. 
Dip the article in thin starch and roll 
up in a clean sheet and in two hours 
Iron on the wrong side. For washing 
blue or mauve gingbam add a tea¬ 
spoonful of washing soda to a gallon of 
cold rinsing water. This will bring out 
the colors, while a teacupful of vinegar 
to a gallon of water will improve pink 
or green prints. For black or navy blue 
wash in hot water containing a cupful 
of salt, rinse in very blue water and 
dry in the shade; then dip in very blue 
thin starch and when nearly dry iron | 
on the wrong side with a moderately | 
warm iron. i 


STeiv Tools For the Cook. 

The salamander iron, here illustrat¬ 
ed, is one of the most useful of new ac¬ 
quisitions to the kingdom of the kitch¬ 
en. It is a flat iron disk fastened to a 
handle. When thoroughly heated over 
coals, this iron is lifted and held d\%r 
pastry, meringues, etc., which have not 
browned evenly in the oven, but which
